Winnipeg, April 2, °99. 

London, April 2: Gen. Sir Redvers 
Buller’s anxious enquiry as to whether 
British ofieers will ever learn the 
value of scouting cornés back with en- 
foreed emphasis to the British public 
to-day on reveipt of to-day’s news that 
@ convoy with six guns walked deli- 
berabely into a Boer ambush within 
about 20 miles of Bloemfontein. Lord 
Kobert’s own report of the affair, if 
yet received by the war office, has not 
been published and no account of the 
ambush is available to the public ex- 
cept in a dispatch from Bushman Kop 
Nothing gan be said therefore regard- 
ing the exact extent of British misfor- 
tune. Evidently, Col, Broadwood 
thought it necessary to retreat in 
haste from Thaba Nepu and he march. 
ed all though Friday night appar- 
ently followed by a force of the enemy. 
The story of the Boer trap comes from 
Bushman Kop, east of Bloemfontein 
in the following dispatch dated Satur- 
day : ‘ 

“A British force commanded by. Col. 
Broadwood, consisting of the tenth 
Hussars, Household Cavalry, two horse 
batteries and a force of mounted in- 
fantry under Coi. Pitcher which have 
been garrisoning Thaba Nepu was ob- 
liged in consequence of the near ap- 
proach of a large force of Boers -to 
leave there last night. Col. Broad- 
wood marched to Bicemfontein water- 
works south of the Modder river 
where he encamped: at 4 this morning. 
At early dawn the camp was shelled 
by the enemy from a near by ‘point. 
Broazipvood Sent off a convoy with the 
battery while the rest of the force #e- 
mained to act as rear guard. The con- 
voy arrived at a deep spruit where 
the Boers were concealed and the en- 
tire body walked into an ambush and 
were captured, together with six guns 
The loss of life is not greait since; most 
of the British had walked into the trap 
before a shot was fired. Gen. Col- 
ville’s division which left Bloemfon- 
tein early this morning arrived here 
at noon. He is now shelling the 
Boers.” 

Cape Town, April ist: The depart- 
ure on Saturday, of the British trans- 
ports with tha Boer prisoners to St. 
Helena was delayed in consequence of 
increased sickness among the prison- 
ers. Three are dead to-day and 12 died 
last week. Arrangements are being 
made to prevent crowding. (Prisoners 
do not ccmplaliint of their treatment or 
their food. Many of Gen. Cronje’s 
imen when captured, were completely} 
worn out with the hardships they had 
endergone, and little strength was 
jeft to them for fighting disease. More- 
over the confinement on shipboard is 
irksome to men who have been accus- 
tomed to an out door life. The Boers 
dislike sending prisoners to St. Helena. 

London, April 2: The Times has the 
following from Mafeking, Basutoland, 
date of March 30; 

“Gen. Olivier has just passed Johan- 
nesberg drift with 2,000 men,. four 
guns and 800 wagons. The column 
which extended for 30 miles was ac- 
companied by many women and chil- 
dren.” 

Gen. Botha is the Boer’s hero. 
succeeded Joubert.

London, March 31: The war office 
has posted the following despaitch from 
Lord Roberts: 

“Bloemfontein, March 30, evening, : 
“Reports point to enemy’s leaving 
Brandfort and proceeding in a north- 
erly direction. Casualties in yester- 
day’s engagement were more numer- 
ous than at first reported. Officers 
killed,2; wounded, 8; rank and file,, 
killed, 10; wounded, 159; missing, 3.” 

Bloemfontein, March 30: The Cana- 
diams are here still. The health of the 
regiment is generally good. Th2 men 
who were left at Belmont when the ad- 
vanes began are being transferred to 
this place. Reports from the fospit- 
als indicate that the wounded are 
making good progress, and all are out 
of danger.

the terms of my proclamation, I found 
it necessary to drive them from some

Seventh (Tucker’s) Division, assisted 
by the first and third cavalry bri- 
gedes, under Gen. French, and Legal- 
lar’s regiment of Mounted Infantry. 
The enemy retreated to Brantfort and 
our troops now hold the kapjes. Our 
casualties were, killed Captain Gaing, 
Scottish Borderers; wounded, Captains 
Zellars, Luard, Peebles, Curgenvin 
and Edwards and Lieuts. Conlson, 
French ‘and about 100 rank and file.

PATRIOTIC FUND. 

The collection of money in aid of 
the Patriotic Fund is proceeding very 
supcessfully. The ladies’ committee 
appointed to act in-the matter has 
taken hold systematicaliy, and with 
most praiseworthy enthusiasm. The 
amount in their hands composed of 
numercus smail subscriptions has 
reathed a very respectable sum, and 
is steadily growing. They find every- 
where a ready willingness to give to 
esa worthy an object. Indeed not a 
few fre calling at the Merchants 
Bank, unsolicited, and leaving their 
donation there. Following are the ob- 
jects of the fund as outlined by ¢he 
governor-general : 

(1) For the benefit of the widows, 
orphans and other dependents of offi- 
cers and men of the military, forces of 
Canada who may unforiunately lose 
their lives in or in connection with 
the war operations in South Africa. 

(2) For the benefit of the soldiers 
themselves or employces of the Cana- 
dian government attached to the con- 
tingent in South Africa who may have 
have been disabled by wounds or sick- 
ness, eu. 

(3) For the benefit of the wives and 
children and dependents, separated at 
home from husbands and fathers and 
Ruardians by the exigencies of the 
‘campaign. 


CANADA’S MINERALS. 

The minerals production of Canada 
attained in 1899 a total value of $47,- 
275,512. This is $3,614,502 more than in 
1883, and more than twice as great fs 
the total of 1896. The most important 
single item was gold, the total valueof 
which was 21,049,730, an amount 
which exceeded the entire value of the 
mineral outgut of the Dominion in 
1895. The greater part of this large 
gain is in gold fram the Yukon region, 
the total value of which last year is 
estimated by the geological survey of 
Canada—to which we are indebted for 
these figures—at $16,000,000. There 
was, however, a substantial increase in 
the production outside of this, a part 
of which, however, was due to ‘the ad- 
vance in prices of copper and other 
metals, Of the metals last year gold 
furnished 44.5 per cent. of the total 
values, copper 5.6, nickel 4.4, silver 3.9 
and lead 2.1 per cent. Iron is still an 
unimportant feature of Canadian pro- 
duction, though we believe that the 
development of the great reserves of 
iron ore in the country svill not sbe 
long postponed. Of th: non-metallic 
products coal was the most important, 
and in value it was second only'to gold 
namong alf the items of production, 
constituting 19.1 per cent. of the toal. 
Among the minor products we note a 
small output—55 ounces—of piatinum. 

The increase would have been still 
greater had not the eight-hour law and 
labor trouble interferred to some ex- 
tent with mining developments in 
British Columbia. The greatest vad- 
vance shown in any of the mining dis- 


tricts of the Dominion last year was 
in Western Ontario, which increased 
its gold output and promises to add 
copper and zinc to its list of products.

There was 
a good attendance in the chamber, and 
the galleries were preity well filled.

It fs not fair, Mr. Foster went om to 
say, to compare the period from 1893 
to 1895 with the years of expansion 
as existed at present, in dealing with 
sunpluses and additions io the debt as 
the finance minister did. Mr. Foster 
said that Mr. Fielding did not give the 
conservatives credit for a remission of 
taxation, and if he had done soit would 
have done away with the betterment 
whith fic had shown in connection 
with the statistics as to surpluses and 
public debt.

If they had got into power andhad 
earried into force their reciprocity, 
then where would their imperialism be 
to-day? He reaffirmed his cpposition 
to the preferential tariff without some 
thing in return. The effect of the 33 
1-3 cut would be to let the articles 
of luxury in at a lower rate of duty 
than articles of every day use. He 
jpraclaimed his abiding faith in ¢he 
policy of protection by which the con- 
conservativit, ‘panty: - would stand. 
As ‘to fha _ preferential tariff 
Mr Foer undertook’ to say 
what course his party would take if 
they were returned io power. Certain 
facts he said, when accomplished could 
not be repudiated but the conserva- 
tives would take care that the inter- 
ests of the manufacturers were ade- 
quately protected. 

The debate was continued by Sir 
Richard Cartwright. who said he did 
not. know whether it would be unfair 
to suggest that when Mr. Foster, who 
had just sai down, was unhappily 
tuken by illness and was unable tosre- 
piv to the speech of the honorable, 
the minister of finance (fielding), on 
Friday night, that the illness in ques- 
ticn was an illness, not of the flesh, 
bu: of the spirit. He had no doubt 
whatever that the honorable genile- 
man, and his friends beside him, found 
the budget so ably and lucidly pre- 
sented by the minister of finance that 
it was an extremely hard pill to swal- 
low.

Words 
like cordon, purity, loyalty, honesty, 
were perpetually in his mouth, and 
perpetually absent from his heart. 

He never looked at Mr. Foster but 
he reminded him of Tennyson, and of 
the poet’s famous line: 

“All that is a lie can be met ~with 
and fought outright, 

But a lie that is half the truth is a 
harder batile to fight.” 

Sir Richard passed on to 
deal with the legacy which the con- 
servatives left the Mackenzie adminis- 
tration. He said that the liberals 
were right in their criticism when in 
opposition and were right in the 
course they pursued now. Economy 
«vas right then and the turn to ros- 
perity justified legitimate expendi- 
tures now. He proceeded to show the 
large increase in the available revenue 
now aS compared with 1895, which 
showed thait Canada was entitled to 
enter upon certain obligations now 
which she would not have been in 1895. 
Conditions now and then were wholly 
different. Canada was now enjoying 
Prosperity and expansion and therc- 
fore was in a position to stand more 
oxpenditure than previously. If a 
man’s salary was increased from $1,- 
000 to $3,000 he would be entitled fo 
make expenditures under the latter 
sum that he would not be under the 
former. 

From 1878 to 1896 farm lands all 
over Canada decreased in value. What 
was the case now? Lands were ris- 
ing and purchasers were numerous 
Farmers were paying off their mort- 
gages and Canada was now enjoying 
an era of prosperity such as she was 
often promised, but never got until the 
liberals came ipto power. He 
went ‘on ‘to show <hat Mr. Foster 
had purposely selected in making his 
calculations the year 1896, knowing 
when he did so that the accounts had 
been deliberately cooked. That had

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There was $3,180,000 supplementary 
estimates, which were prepared and 
presented to councii, and which would 
have been expended had the govern- 
menc been returned, but which were 
not included in the figures given by 
Mfr. Foster. No reference was ever 
made by Mr. Foster to the extraor- 
dinary expenditures which the pro- 
sent government had made in connec- 
tion with Yukon, railways extension, 
and deeping of canals. Mr. Foster 
had said that Britain had purchased 
300,060,000 worth of food stuffs 
from the United States and only

Sir Richurd then moved the adjourn- 
ment of the debate, to continue his 
gpeech on Thursday.

A few weeks ago an expedition took 
leave of Edmonton and commenced an 
interesting and adventurous trip that 
will cover more than four ‘thousand 
miles, by snowshozs and canoe. It is 
in change of J. W. Tyrrell, C.E.D.,D.L. 
S., the well-known Canadian explorer, 
oi Hamilton, Ont., who, with his 
brother, J. Burr Tyrrell, completed, in 
1893, a journey of 3290 miles by nance 
and snowshoes, throuzh the southern 
end of the Barren Grounds, lying be- 
tween Lake Athabasca and Chester- 
field Intet. 

The routs to be taken on the bres- 
ent trip extends further north, 
through a land hitherto unexplored. 
Mr. Tyrrell is being sent in the interest 
‘of the Domin‘on government. 
ty consists of eight men. C. C. Fair- 
child, D. L. S., of Simcoe, Ont., will ‘be 
the topozrapher of the expedition. 
The Venerable Archdeacon Lofthouse 
will act as native interpreter, meteoro- 
fogical observer and chaplain. Arch- 
deacon Lofthous2 is a particularly use- 
ful man for northern travel. He has 
spent seventeen years as a missionary 
on the coast of Hudson Bay. 

Percy Acres, a Hamilton, Ont., 
man, who has had considerable experi- 
ence in northwestern life, will act as 
voyageur, and will b2 the cook of Ahe 
expedition. . Pierre French, a half- 
breed from Caughnawaga, one o7 the 
most celebrated Whitewater canoemen 
in the Dominion, will be the chief voy- 
egeur. French has spent most of his 
life on the wildest waters of the coun- 
try. A few years ago, out of sheer 
bravado,he ran the Lachine rapidson 
a Christmas Day before thousands of 
rpectators. ~ He accompanied Lord 
Wolseley as a voyageur on his Egyp- 
tian campaigns. On one trip alone he 
successfully shot, on sight,one hundred 
and seventy-five rapids. He accom- 
panied Mr. Tyrrell on his former trip 
through the Barren Grounds. French 
has selected a famous  half-breed 
voyageur named Henry Monette, who 
will act as bow-man. ‘ 

A Cree Indian named Jimmie Westa- 
scott, who is the seventh man, has 
the reputation of being the greatest 
hunter and snowshoa runner in the 
“Great Lone Land.” He comes from 
Fort Churchill, on Hudson Bay. He 
accompanied Mr. Tyrrell on his return 
portion of his former trip. 

Jchn Harper, a half-breed who has 
made many trips through the Barren 
Grounds and who has lived on Hudson 
Bay, is another member of the party. 
A ninth man may be engaged alt Fort 
Resolution, so that there will be “three 
men in a boat.” 

Travelling 170 miles by cart trail the 
expedition will reach the Hudson Bay 


Company’s post at Lac Ia Biche. As 
the wagon road ends there they will 
trawsfer their outfit from horse 
sleighs to dog sleds. They will have 
twenty hauling dogs, four being 
hitched tandem to each sled. They 
will travel comparativeiy light, the 
sled loads averaging only 250 pounds, 
while the maximum weight for each 
dog is usually 100 pounds. The win- 
ter packet from the northiand travels 
to Edmonton by this route, so that an 
alleged trail winds through the deso- 
lata muskeg that stretches away to 
the north. They will endeavor to 
follow this often invisible thread 
through the wilderness of bush that 
covers the height of land, and going 
down the northern watershed, will 


strike Clearwater river and _ follow 
its course to its confluence with the 
Athabasca. River, at Fort Mc Murray. 

Beyond ‘this point tha trail will wind 
down the Athabasca, and cross the 
lake of th> same name to Fort Chipe- 


wayan, the principal post of ‘the 
Hudson’s Bay Company in that dis- 
trict. Then, gving down the Slave 


river to Grealt Slave lake, the expe- 
dition will pause at Fort Resolution 
having ,thus far covered 883 miles on 
Bnowshdes. It was from this Hudson’s 
Bay post that Warburton Pike, Henry 
Toke, Munn and Casper W hitney

If Mc. Tyrrell is fortunate enough 
to reach Artillery lake before the 
snow disappears, he will avoid having 
to. pack his outfit ‘over the numerous 
rocky portages of the Lockhart river. 
It was in 1834 that the explorer Back 
inet with so much difficulty in passing 
those rapids, and Mr. Tyrrell will 
make every effort to reach Artillery 
lake before the ice breaks up. t 


From Artillery lake he will begin 
his exploration threvzh an unknown 
district about 300 miles wide and 500 
miles long, following the course ofthe 
principal waterways until he finally 
reaches a northern arm of Hudson’s 
Bay called Chesterfield Inlet, It is 
through that country that the enor- 
mous herds of reindeer or Barren 
Ground cariboo migrate every spring 
and fall. The deer winter in the woods 
on the southern border of the Barren 
Grounds and spend the summer near 
the Arctic Ocean. 


On the southern iimiis of this un- 


known land Tyrrell during his former 
trip saw herds of cariboo that com- 
pletely covered the country. For two 
months he was never oul of sight .o2 
cariboo, and every day for nearly 
two weeks he saw immense herds that 
must kave nuubered hundreds of 
thousands. That seems hard to be- 
lisve, but Tyrrell showed me a‘dozen 
photographs that he had taken from 
hilltops, aad they pictured nothing 
but sky and cariboo. 

Besides cariboo, the musk ox, Bar- 
ren Ground bsar, Arctic wolf, timber 
wolf, wolverine, Arctic fox, and Arctic 
hare are to ba found there; and the 
polav bear prowls along the eastern 
and northern berders. The Fsqui- 
maux who live along the coast of 
Hudson’s Bay and the Arctic Ocean, 
frequentiy make hunting excursions 
into that wild land. 

After crossing the Barren Grounds, 
Tyrrell will survey both the northern 
and southern shores of Chesterfield 
Inlet. As soon as ihat work is com- 
pleted he will start on his return 
journey, which-he thinks will take 
him further south. He is yet uncertain 
whether he will return by way of 
Great Slave lake or of Lake Atha- 
basca. t 

On his return to Edmonton he ex- 
pacts to have covered about two 
thousand two hundred miles on snow- 
shoes and two thousand miles by 
@ano3. Tho most northerly point he 
jexpoets to reach’ will be 65 degrees 
north latitude. He figures that the 
dwite of his return will be about the 
middle of November. 

He is commissioned to explere and 
report on the character of the coun- 
try, paying particuiar attention to 
gecicgy, botany, zoology and. to deter- 
mining the magnetic force and de- 
flination. His party is provided with 
threa Winchester repeating rifles and 
one Winchester repeating shotgun. It 
bns three tents of eizht ounce duck. 
Two of these will be used on the wia- 
“ter ‘trip, and) will be heated with 
sheet iron stoves, using wood as fuel. 
One of the most important items of 
supplfes is ten gallons of alcohol, put 
up in half gallon sealed cans for use 
as fuel for an alcohol stove, which 
will do the cooking while crossing the 
Barren Grounds, thus saving the 
nocessity of carrying wood.

WAR PHOTOGRAPHS. 

To those of unshaken faith in the 
courage and veracity of war corres- 
pondents ihe following paragraphs 
from the pen of Frederick Villiers,will 
bs a chapter of revelation: 

“This war has lately developed a 
new type of journalism, which, as a 
member of the older school of war 
correspondents, I much deplore. For 
it is a difficult mutter to keep pace 
with certain up-to-date members of 
the profession now in South Africa. 
First of all there is the “snap-shot(un- 
der fire,” photographer, who I thought 
in this campaign, owing to the accur- 
ate shooting of the Boers, would not 
last long; but he is still as bold and 
rampant as ever. I was admiring the 
pluck and recklessness of a colleague 
in taking snap-shots under bullet fire 
of the fos, especially one of his gic- 
tures representing a section .of the 
Dublin Fusileers at the battle of Col- 
enso. The men are biazing away in- 
to spxee from behind rocks and bould- 
I was wondering how on earth 
the intrepid artist could get such good 
results under such exciting circum- 
The exact focus, distance, 


ers. 


stances. 
and above all, the sun in the right 
place, while the Boers were no doubt 


blazing away at him and his camera, 
and probably the soldiers around him, 
trying to nurse cover, cursing and 
swearing at the artist who was draw- 
ing, by his bold attitude, an extra 
hail of nickel bullets. Eventually on 
arriving in Natal, from whence most 
of these lovely pictures come, I re- 
ceived a sad shock regarding, most of 
the snap-shots in question. I was 
speaking to a young officer of the 
Dubs about them, when he laughing- 
ly told ma that the author of these 
works of art had asked him to pose & 
number of his men at Frere as ar- 
tists’ models behind a ridge of rocks, 


and, to his surprise, ‘they ‘Seah ‘out fs 
the “Dubs, under fire at the famous 
batile of Colenso, taken by our speci- 
al artist under fire.’ Travelling from 
Magitzberg to Durban IF met an offi- 
cer of the colonial staff who was for 
a time in charge of two guns at the 
front. He happened to tell me that 
the same snap-shotter, had asked 
him to poss his guns with men skir- 
mishing round them, which he did, 
and this picture also appeared as a 
Snap-shot taken in ‘the throes of a 
bloody battle. Seeing my asfonish- 
ment, he referred to a photo ‘on board 
the armored train, supposed to be tak- 
en in the same way “under fire,” but 
hers unfortunately, the models dis- 
tinctly gave the artist away; many 
of the men were playing their part, 
pulling their triggers “at the Boers,” 
but others were unable to resist turn- 
ing their heads towards the camera 
with inane smiles, to have, as 
Tomniy says, “their mugs struck,” for 
they are such Absent-Minded Beggars. 
I simply mention these facts for the 
benefit of the public who are apt to 
look upon photos as above suspicion; 
in fact, as a colleague of mine once 
said: “You know the camera can 
never lie,’ After all, I ’ think it de- 
pends on whether there is a liar at’ the 
back of the camera.” 
—_ 

A London despatch of 21st says: The 
India office has issued its annual fin- 
ancial statement. This shows a sur- 
plus for 1899-1900 of £2,553,000 and an 
estimated surplus for 1900-1901 of 
£160,000. The famine expenditure for 
1899-1900 worked out at £2,055,000. It 
is estimated that the famine expendi- 
ture fer 1900-1901 will be £3,335(000. 


Except for the famine expenditure 
the budget is regarded as_ healthy. 
The gold standard has been success- 
fully introduced and all demands have 
been met without borrowing. The sur- 
plus of £160,000 is however, only a 
paper surplus; for a temporary loan 
of £509,000 is to be incurred in Eng- 
land; and it is estimated that a tem- 
porary loan of three crores of rupees 
will be necessary for ways and means.

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THs PATRIOTIC FUND. 
In view of the large amounts which 
already _been subscribed, and 
which are still being received in re- 
sponse to the appeal made to the Pa- 
triotic Fund Association, the central 
relief committee of the latter is desir- 
eus of publishing the following state- 
ment, showing the work which has 


boen accomplished in the partial distri- 
bution of the funds at their disposal: 

“Up to the present date they have 
received seventy applications for relief, 
of which sixty-nine have been favor- 
ably considered. : 

“This is exclusive of cases in the city 
and district of Montreal, which so far 
have been attended to by a local com- 
mittee out of losal funds subscribed 
for the purpos2. 

“An amount of about $785.00 is be- 
ing paid monthly to the applicants 
each case being considered on its mer< 
its as recommended by the endorsers. 
The general principle in affording re- 
lief adopted by the committee is as 
far as possible, to make up to the ap- 
plicant the amount of Joss or depriva- 
tion, caused by the soidier’s absence. 

“Only three applications for relief in 

caused by the soldier's death 
These have been

treated by an immediate temporary 
grant of a sum of money. Their final 
disposal must depend upon the rate 
of pension, or compassionate allow- 
anee, if any, to ba received, and pther 
circumstances which will be subse- 
quently duly considered. 

“All applications made to the com- 
mittee are decided wpon at once, and 
the relief sent by cheque the sama day. 

“Forms of application have been dis- 
tributed lo the Soldiers’ Wives’ League 
at the different military centres, and 
can always be had by any person on 
application to the secretary, governor- 
general’s ofGce, Ottawa, postage free.”

SEPARATION ALLOWANCES. 

The separation allowances for the 
wives and children of members of the 
Canadian contingents serving in South 
Africa are 25c a day ior the wife of 
a private; 35c for the wife of a corpor- 
al; and 50c¢ for the wife of a sergeant, 
with 5c a day for each child. The 
soldier may also allow the portion of 
his pay supplied by Canada to be di- 
verted to the support of his wife and 
children. This is 47¢ a day in tha case 
of members of the Mounted Rifles. 
A strong efiort was made in parlia- 
ment to have the separation allowance 
to wives fixed at a uniform rate of 
50c a day. Messrs. Oliver, McNeill, 
Hend rson, Davin and others sup- 
ported tthe increas? on the two million 
dollar resoiution being placed before 
parliament. In consequence of these 
representations the rate of allowance 
was left open for future decision. 
When the subject was again before 
the house in the form of a bill on Mar. 
9th, Mr. Oliver asked what conclusion 
had been reached, and received the 
following reply : 

The Minisier of Finance. That ques- 
tion was left ty ba deait with by the 
government. In the resolution the 
werds which related to that were 
struck out, and the matier was left 
to be dealt with by the government.

THE BUDGET SPEECH. 


Winnipeg Tribune. 


During a period of worid-wide pros- 
perity, a country engaged in develop- 
ing great natural resources, and _in- 
habited by an industrious people, 
will naturally show a large increase 
in its trade and commerce. In the case 
of the Dominion this expansion of 
business has undoubiedly been facilita- 


ted by the measure of tariff 
reform introduced under the pres- 
sent governemnt. The statistics Mr. 


Fielding had to present to the house 
were therefore such as to indicate a 
continuation of the remarkable 
growth during recent years of this 
country’s commercial prosperity. 

The revenue for the curreni year 
Mr. Fielding estimates at some $50,- 
000,000, or a taxation for the Dom- 
inion treasury of about $10 per 
head of the population. As he es- 
timaies a surplus of $7,500,000, it 
would seem thaf a reduced taxation 
would be sufficient to provide for the 
expenditure. And a reduction in tax- 
ation, in one way, there is to be. 
These of us who have been calling 
for another instalment of tariff re- 
form have, to some extent, obtained 
what we desired. There is not a 
very large instalment it is true, but 
still a little more progress will have 
been made in the right direction. 

At present, goods coming from 
Great Britain have to pay only three- 
fourths of the duties specified in the 
tiariff. Government proposes that 
after July 1, goods from Great Rrit- 
ain shall pay only two-thirds of the 
duty which wouid be paid on similar 
gocds imported from other couniries. 
This will make a difference of one- 
ninth of the present duty on goods 
from Great Britain. In the case 
of goods which, when coming trom 
Great Britain, now pay 24 per cent, 
the duty wil! then be only 21 per 
tent.

THE PAARDEBERG BATTLE. 

Stanley Brown, the Toronto Mail 
sorrespondent, writing from Bel- 
mont, Feb. 24, zives this graphic ac- 
count of the battle of Paardeberg 
in which the Canadians had so many 
casualties. This is the first account 
received fy mail: 

“A few minutes after our arrival, 
the division was ordered to parade at 
6:30 for advance.OQur men were at 
foreakfast, but were on parade very 
quickly. The Highland brigade being 
ready first, were sent up the south 
side of the river, while our brigade 
(waded to the north side. Within a 
fouple of miles of the river, and (ut 
right angles to it, the whole brigade 
was extended for attack. 

“The firing line of our battaliontwas 
commanded by Majer Buchan, while 
Col. Otter commanded the supports. 
The Cornwall Regiment was on the 
right of the Canadians and the Gor- 
don Highlanders on the left. The Boers 
were along the river andgullies that 
abound at right angles to it. The 
artillery were on the left and two 
marhine guns, under Capt. Bell, were 
the only machine guns on that. side of 
the river during the whole day, and 
Captain Bell was congratulated ‘by 
the brigadier on getting them across 
the river by fording. 

The battle raged on both sides of 
the river ali day long, the Highland 
brigade ‘suffering much more thar we 
did. The men were extended and ad- 
vanced as best they could, taking ad- 
Vantage of ali cover, but no Boers 
were seen to be fred ait. The gullies 
they occupied are the best natural 
fortifications they could be. The gul- 
lies run into the river, and’ are some 
tiwenty or thirty feet deep, and from 
ten to twenty feet wide, with any 
number of smaller gullies running 
from ‘them like veins. 


, Action went on during the day un- 
til about five, when the Cornwalls 
arrived in support. The officer com- 
manding this ‘battalion seemed to 
think too much time had already; been 
spent in fighting the Boers, and so 
ordered the charge. The result was 
fatal to the Cornwalls, as they had 
to retire. ¢ 

The Canadians, acting under or- 
ders of the commanding officer of ‘the 
Cornwalls, as senior officer, also 
harged, and with like result, but the 
Canadians, in place of retiring, sim- 
ply lay down and remained. It was 
during this charge that most of the 
fatalities occurred. The unfortunate 
‘commanding officer of the Cornwalls 
was killed, and Captain Arnold and 
Lieut, Mason, of the Canadians, were 
wounded. ; { 

The brigadier subsequently express- 
ed his deep regret that the charge 
took place, aS it was not intended; 
but ait the same time warmly con- 
cratulated the Canadians on their 
behavior, as did Lord Roberts also. 
Dur losses are 19 killed and 42 
Wounded. The names of these have 
been cabled to you. Capt. Arnold's 
wound is dangerous; Mason’s is only 
in the shoulder.” 

John Ewan, writing from Cape 
Town to the Globe on Feb. 25, says 
that when the news of the Canadian 
advance at. Paardeberz became known, 
Canada was on every tongue, It re- 
coznized the casualties were not 
such as would occur as the result of 
some lamentable mistake, but were 
sorifices in performances of the us- 
ual duty, to the accomplishment of 
which our noble iads applied them- 
selves with dogged courage that 
would add lustre to the record of ‘the 
proudest regiment of the Queen’s for- 
tes. It makes the little Canadian 
colony in Caps Town prouder and

PAY OF STRATHCONA HORSE. 


In the House of Commons on March 
9th, the question of the rate of’ pay 
to ba received in South Africa by (he 


Strathcona Horse was brought up and 


discussed; 

Mr. Oliver. I would like to ask the 
Stinister if there is any provision for 
sapplementing the pay of the Strath- 
eene contingent when in South Africa, 
or in what position is that contingent 
to bet ‘ ¢ 

The Minister of Militia and Defence. 
My hon. friend (Mr. Oliver) will under- 
stand that ‘that is a matter with which 
we have absolutely nothing to do.' All 
that the militia department is doing 
in that connection is to facilitate in 
every way we can the splendid work 
that Lord Strathcona is doing. He is 
defraying every cent of the expense 
and the matter is entirely in his own 

hands; and I would ba the last one‘to 

suggest or dictate, unless he should 
ask my advice, what he should do for 
the men after they reach South Africa. 

Mr. Oliver. 1 would like to say that 

I iook at the matter in a different 

light from ‘the hon. minister, These 

men are citizens of this country, and 
about 160 of them are residents of the 
constituency I represent. They are 
volunteers who are going to South 

Africa for the credit of the country 

and the glory of the Empire. I un- 


derstand Lord  Strathcona’s  in- 
teniions in the matter’ to _ be 
that he pays ai certain amount 
of the expenses of a Canadian 


contingent—which is entirely to the 
credit of Lord Strathcona. I am ask- 
ing for information, what amount are 
they to b2 paid after they get to South 
Africa? Has Lord Strathcona arrang- 
ed to pay them the same scale as we 
have arranged to pay the members of 
the first and second contingents, or is 
he landing them in South Africa and 
turningthem over to the Imperial rate 
pay? I understand the hon. minis- 
ter to say that these men are enlisted 
that Lord Strathcona equips them— 
and he is doing it lavishly, highly fo 
his credit—that he transports them to 
South Africa and they then serve as 
a Canadian corps at Imperial rates of 
fpay. If that is so they arg, at vn dis- 
advantage in the matter of pay ascom- 
pared with our other Canadian con- 
tingents. I think that is entirely un- 
fair. I think it puts Lord Strathcona 
in a very unfortunate position, and 
it puts the m2n who are serving on 
this corps in a very unfortunate posi- 
tion. I take the liberty of calling the 
attention of the house and the country 
to the desirability, if the house andthe 
country are to do credit to themselves, 
of tak'ng some measures to supplement 
the Imperial pay in the case of “he 
Strathcona contingent as in the case 
of the other contingenis.

INTERNATICNAL COMITY. 

A gain for the principles of internai- 
ional comity has been scored in the 
ratification, by an almost unanimous 
vote of the senate, of the treaty be- 
tween the United States and Great 
Britain relating to the disposition of 

tates of citizens of either country 
who die within the jurisdiction of the 


other. In its original form the treaty 
provided that citizens of the United 
States in Great Britain and those of 
Great Britain in the United States 


should have the same right in aequir- 
ing, possessing or disposing of prop- 
erty as was possessed by the citizens 
of the country itself. This richt has 
been limited by amendment to the dis- 
position of the property, the provi- 
sion covering the acquisition and pos- 
session of property being stricken out. 
In reference to another articte of the 
treaty, making provision for the ex- 
tension of its provisions to dependen- 
cies of the United States, the objection 
was made that it conferred too great 
a degree of power upon the president. 
This article has been amended by pro- 
viding that the extension of the agree- 
ment ‘go dependencies shall be only 
upon the direction of the law-making 
power of the United States.—Brad- 
streets.

“ WAR NOTES. 
Situation Summarized. 
Military observers, and those in 


close affiliation with the war office 
are considerably confused as to what 
is being done for the relief of Mafe- 
king. Some 5,000 or 6,000 men are en- 
gaged with Lord Methuen at Warren- 


ton and, Fourteen Streams, and now 
enother column is about leaving Kim- 


‘barley. Probably it has already start- 
ed for Griquatownm , 106 miles west- 
ward. It’s ostensible purpose is to 


drive off the Boers. The force is de- 
scribed as “a strong one,” and the%x- 
wedition is “likely to attract much 
atiention.”” General French is report- 
ed from Bloemfontein Sunday as re- 
turning from Thaba Nepu without ap- 
parently having headed off Commanid- 
ant Olivier with his 15 guns and miles 
cf baggage. Boer horsemen are in 
contact with the British outposts from 
Biggarsberg to Warrenton. General 
Buller’s patrols had a sharp skirmish 
Sunday at Waschbank. ord Rob- 
ert’s infantry have now been quiet for 
days and an advance is hourly expect- 
ed at the war office. The Times prints 
a despatch from Cape Town to'the ef, 
fect that the Boers, after deducting 
their heavy losses are probably unable 
to put more, than 30,000 mer on the 
fighting list. ¥ 
The End not yet 

Spencer Wilkinson in the Morning 
Post warns the public against blind- 
ing their eyes to the magnitude of fhe 
task which has yet to be performed in 
South Africa. He then refers to the 
fact that an immense distance has to 
be travelled, and points out that the 
smaller portions of the Free: State 
have yet only been touched by the 
British advance. It is quite  pos- 
sible, he says, that the Boers may (be 
able to prolong the campaign for sev- 
eral months and the British advance, 
though it must have a crushing effect, 
san be carried only by the persistent 
executions of those at home. Another 
fask which does not appear to grow 
easier on nearer acquaintance is the 
settlement of the districts disturbed 
by rebellion. The pacification of 
these must be difficult, owing to their 
vast extent. Very little can be done 
until Sir Alfred Milner announces the 
government’s decision as to how the 
rebels should be treated, “and how 
loyal colonists should be compensated 
for losses. There should be, of 
course, no policy of revenge. nor will 
the government forget its first 
duty to itself is to vindicate its au- 
thority. The sooner these decisions 
are announced the sooner will the 
troubles diminish. 
At Glencoe 

A despatch from the Boer camp‘at | 
Gleneoe, dated March 23, says: “No 
attack is reported to be made on the 
Boer foredd in Natal. Generala 
Botha and Meyer have been joined by 
their wives. Commandant Pretorius 
and a patrol had a slight brush with 
the advance guard of the lancers on 


March 22. One lancer who refused 
to surrender was shot. General Botha 
denies the reports that Transvaal 


women were wounded in the Tugela 
trenches. General Buller bas sent the 
Boers a list of the wounded and sstat- 
ing that he buried 60 men. General 
Botha says this is impossible as his 
rolls do not show any suweh loss.” 


Mafeking. 

The Boers recommenced the bom- 
bardment of Mafeking on Mar. 12 with 
a six inch gun which had been com- 
paratively silent for a week. The pro- 
jectiles were ineffectual against cover, 
but were dangerous to pedestrians 
one shell burst in the scourt house 
killing several natives and wounding 
persons.
